Height, 
three  and  one-half  feet.  Date  of  bud  July  10th. 

GOLDEN  QUEEN.  One  of  the  best  yellow  incurved.  Double  from 
any  bud.  Date  of  bud  August  10th. 

GOLDEN  WAVE.  Decidedly  incurved  in  form.  Brighter  yellow  than 
Richmond.  Matures  October  20th.  Six  inches  in  diameter.  Select 
bud  September  5th. 

HILDA  BERGEN.  The  color  is  a  rich  mahogany  bronze.  Matures 
late  in  October.  It  comes  strongly  recommended  as  being  100% 
perfect  in  every  way.  Date  of  bud  about  September  5th. 

INDIANOLA.  The  color  is  a  wonderful  combination  of  old  gold  and 
bronze.  Take  bud  the  last  week  in  August.  Blooms  the  first  week 
in  October.  Four  feet  from  June  planting.

A  fine  lavender  pink  companion  for  Quaker  Maid  and  Gold 
Lode.  Plant  early  and  take  bud  the  last  week  in  August.  Blooms 
the  first  week  in  October. 

MRS.  H.  E.  KIDDER.  An  early  bright  yellow  that  produces  flowers 
seven  inches  in  diameter.  Very  stiff  upright  stems  four  feet  from 
June  planting.  Blooms  October  15th.  Date  of  bud  August  25th. 

OCONTO.  Early  white,  producing  large  blooms  on  strong,  upright 
stems.  Height,  four  feet.  Date  of  bud  August  10th. 

QUAKER  MAID.  Large  glistening  white  of  mid-season  size.  Blooms 
the  first  week  in  October.

IRENE.  Color,  pure  white.  Upright,  wiry  stems.  Height,  three  feet. 
Matures  October  18th.

MIRAMAR.  A  fine  bronze  for  disbudding.  Flowers  three  to  four 
inches  in  diameter.  Height,  three  feet.  Matures  October  25th. 

MUSKOKA.  Golden  bronze.  Should  be  disbudded.  Produces  six  to 
ten  flower  to  the  plant,  three  and  one-half  to  four  inches  in  dia¬ 
meter.  Height,  three  and  one-half  feet.  Matures  November  10th. 

NEW  Y'ORK.  Golden  bronze.  Extra  good.  Matures  November  10th. 

NORINE.  A  seedling  from  Christmas  Gold.  The  same  shade  of  yellow, 
but  is  larger,  one  and  one-quarter  inches  in  diameter.  Matures 
November  25th. 

NOVEMBER  BRONZE.  A  sister  to  Dorothy  Turner,  but  matures 
earlier  in  November.  A  combination  of  bronze  and  Calendula 
orange.  Flowers  two  and  one-half  inches  in  diaemter.  The  buds 
are  nicely  placed  for  perfect  development. 

NUGGETTS.  The  best  yellow  for  November  1st. 

OLIVIA.  Late  pink  pompon.  Not  ready  to  cut  until  December  1st 
and  continuing  until  the  15th. 

PAGOSA.  A  late,  dark  pink  pompon  much  the  same  color  as  Thanks¬ 
giving  Pink.  Matures  December  5th. 

PINK  DOT.  Blush  white  with  a  deep  pink  center.  Matures  Octo¬ 
ber  25th. 

RED  BEU.  Brilliant  red  with  golden  reverse.  Matures  for  Thanks¬ 
giving. 

RED  DOTY.  Wine  red  with  silvery  reverse.  Matures  November  1st. 

RODELL.  An  early  yellow  pompon  about  the  same  color  as  Mrs. 
Tricker,  but  is  more  double.  Matures  October  10th.
